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Verbal fireworks erupted 
at the Tuesday night Council 
meeting when a group of 
Mexican-A meric an residents 
appeared before the Council 
to demand the firing of City 
Patrolman Pete Pruneda. 
The request was denied by 


the Council. 
Their demands stemmed 
from an Incident which oc­ 
curred Saturday night when 
Pruneda arrested Chavellie 
Lopez on die charges of dis­ 
orderly conduct and assault - 


ing a police officer. Then 
when Lopez was taken to the 
County Ja il Pruneda was al­ 
legedly attacked by die 
young man's mother, being 
hit in the mouth and bitten 
on the arm. 
Prune da's report sheet 
describes the entire incident 
in tills manner: 
"On July 8, 1972 at ap­ 
proximately 11:30 p.m ., I, 
Patrolman fete Pruneda, was 
on routine patrol traveling 
west on the 12 hundred block 


of 16th St. At approximately 
the middle of the block, I 
met a white Chevrolet that 
was traveling east on 16th.

Joe L, Nixon serves 
as Commodity Supervisor, 
Mrs. Gaye Bippert, Home 
Demonstration Agent; Aurora 
Padilla, Home Demonstration 
Aide; and Mrs, Chester 
Walch, clerk.

A statewide Food Stamp 
program has been approved 
for Texas by the 62nd Legis­ 
lature. 
It will be financed by $7,7 
million In state funds, plus 
Federal matching funds. 
The program, included in 
the appropriations bill adopt­ 
ed by the Legislature, will 
be phased-in following pilot 
tests in selected counties. 
The program will be ad­ 
ministered by the State De­ 
partment of Public Welfare. 
The agency plans to use a 
newly designed automated 
issuance system for distribu­ 
tion of food sumps in the 
test counties. 
Testing of the program 
will be conducted from Sep­ 
tember to January’, and could 
include a variety of issuance 
procedures such as one which 
would permit recipients to 
purchase food stamps at local 
post offices. 
The Food Stamp Act of 
1964 provides for a voluntary 
program for low income fam ­ 
ilies to buy food stamps at a 
discount and thus increase 
their monthly food purchas-

Any food eaten by peo­ 
ple, except moat imported 
foods, can be bought. Cou­ 
pons cannot be used to buy 
liquor, tobacco, or nonfood 
Items such as soap*, pet foods, 
or vitamins, nor cen they be 
exchanged for cash. 
The stores then redeem 
the sum ps at local banks 
and receive the full amount 
of money for them. 
WHO IS ELIGIBLE? 
Households Receiving 
Welfare 
Most families receiving 
public assistance payments 
are automatically eligible lf 
they prepare their own meal* 
and live In a county which 
has a food sum p program. 
Households Not Receiving 
Welfare 
Other families with no 
one, or only part of the 
household receiving welfare, 
may get food sumps if: 
The household does not 
have over a certain a- 
mount of money on hand 
or in the bank, or in 
stocks, bonds, etc.

The head of the family ap­ 
plies at the nearest branch of 
the welfare department in the

SOME TY UC AL QUESTIONS 
Can I get food sum ps and 
surplus commodities (donated 
foods)? 
No. Only ooe of these 
two programs can be operat­ 
ing in the county. 
Can I buy only as many 
sumps as I think I can af­ 
ford? 
Yes, but the sum ps mux 
be purchased in quarterly in­ 
crements (if you qualify for 
5108 a month in sumps, you 
may parchase the entire a - 
mount, three-quarters ($81), 
ooe-half ($54), or one-quar­ 
ter ($27).) 
Can I buy more often 
than once a month? 
In some cases you can 
purchase twice a month. 
Am I required to report 
changes in income and/or 
other things? 
Yes. The amount of 
sumps you buy depends on 
the size of house told and 
adjusted net income. So 
any changes in number of 
persons in the household, all 
income, allowable deduc­ 
tions, available assets, ad­ 
dress changes, e tc ., must 
be reported promptly. 
Will this affect my wel­ 
fare grant or eligibility for 
aid?

arrested for.

neda took after him with Iris 
flashlight and hit him on the 
deau marting a cut wnich re­ 


quired several (six) stitches. " 
"What did your bro ti re r do 


for Pruneda to be after trim0" 
Councilman m im er Mueller 


asked. 
"Nothing, " she replied. 
"Then why did he run?" 


the councilman asked. 


"Because he didn't want 
to be arrested, " she answer­ 
ed. 
"And why should he be 
arrested when he did noth­ 


ing—just because he Ila 


M exican?" 


Antonio Garcia EQ then 
presented the Council with 


his reasons why "the Chi­ 
cano runs. " He quoted fig­ 
ures and facts from the Civil 
Rights Commission report 
which in essence says the 
Chicanos are mistreated and 
threatened by policemen all 
over the country and espe­ 
cially In the Southwest. 
Miss Lopez then referred 
to a Tuesday morning hap­ 
pening at the Courthouse and 
accused Chief Williamson 
of trying to prevent her from 
printing the paper she edits, 
El Informador. 
"He (Williamson) hinted 
that lf we would not print the 
paper the charges would be 
dropped, " she said. 
Chief Williamson then re­ 
peated the events of Tuesday 
morning in the Courthouse 
and to which the publisher of 
this paper was a witness, and 
a part of. 
The Lopez attorney re­ 
quested a conference of him­ 
self, T. A. Lopez, Mrs. Lo­ 
pez, and Chavellie Lopez, 
County Attorney Frank Vance 
and Patrolman Pruneda. Wil­ 
liamson accompanied Prune­ 


da. 
"In that conference, where 


the attorney requested that 


Judge Decker not be present, 
we were asked lf there was 
any way we could drop the 


charges, " William son said. 


"We agreed that under 


certain conditions, specifi­ 
cally Mr. Lopez coming be­ 


fore the C ity Council and 


apologizing for the actions 


of his wife, which he adm it­ 
ted at that time were wrong, 


the charges against her 
would be dropped. 
But we 


also agreed the charges a- 
galnst Chavellie Lopez 
would be held and lf he got 
In trouble again would be 


reopened. " 


William son continued: 


"Then they wanted to know 
if it could be kept out of the 


newspaper. 
Mr. Lawrence 
was out in the flail at that 
time with Judge Decker and 


I asked him lf this could be 
done. 
He refused at first, 


then said if tills action on his 
part would help ease ten­ 


sions he would agree to It. 
But he In turn asked that the 
Incident not be reported In 
the El Informador. 
He felt 


it only fair to ask this since 
they were asking that fie not 


print the story. 
"This was agreed to Tues­ 


day morning, but apparently 


that agreement Is no longer 


valid according to Mr. Lo­ 


pez. " 
Tommy Santos spoke to 


say that "according to hear­ 


say Pruneda has a suit filed 


against him in Uvalde based 
on violation of C iv il Rights. 
I would think that tile City 


Council would have the po­ 


lice chief screen applicants 


more carefully. There are 
loti of men in Hondo who 


could be filled as police­ 


men, why does the ch k f 
have to go out of tw n to 


hire someone." 
Lu pc Barrientes, who ar­ 


rived at the meeting late, 
asked for the floor and then 
echoed a previous request by 


saying: 
"I am representing the G. 
L Forum and other people 
and have one question. 
And 
we demand an answer to­ 
night. 
We demand to know 
lf the City Council, in light 
of the Incident which prompt­ 
ed all of this, Is going to fire 
Patrolman ftuneda tonight?" 


Mayor George Brucks an­ 
swered: 
"The Council is not 
going to fire Patrolman Pru­ 


neda. 
We feel Chief W il­ 


liamson has Investigated die 


incident, and w e ll kave It 
up to him to determine when 


action needs be taken. " 


Several persons demanded 


that Pruneda give his side, 


but City Attorney Hugh Mey - 
er pointed out that this was 
not a trial and he did not 


feel It necessary for the pa­ 
trolman to speak. 
"Howev­ 


er, " he said, "if you feel 
his actions were com pletely 


wrong and you want to fife 
a formal complaint then go 
ahead, preferably In w rit­ 


ing. " 
Barrientes discussed cer­ 


tain areas of relations and 
conditions he felt existed. 
"W e art a ll Americans, " he 


said, "but all you can hear 


is Anglo, M exican-Am eri­ 


can, white, brown, black. 
Raza Unida means race unit-* 
ed, but around here the

Mayor Brucks commented 


to Lupe Barrientes that he 


has probably seen more chang­ 


es in Hondo In the past four 
years than most people had 


teen In a lifetim e. 
"And 


this is good, " he said.

demands made at each Coun­ 


c il meeting, but rest as­ 
sured that each Councilman

"voting for highways" when they vote state 


gasoline taxes. 
Y e t, in Washington, there are those who 


propose to transfer funds from the Highway 


Trust Fund for other purposes such as mass 


transit and environmental projects. 


I feel they should leave the fund alone. 


Use it to build more and better highways. 
By 1990, it is estimated more than 162 m il­ 


lion motor vehicles w ill be registered in the 


U . S . , a 44.6 percent increase over the 


present total of 112 m illion. 
There w ill be 
a greater need for improved highways built 


from this fund--if we do not allow it to be 


"rob b ed ".

My entire series of articles has been against the consideration 


of marijuana legahzatio \. Readers might conclude that this 
reasoning comes from a closed mind. My answer to this would 
be . . . if a parent who insists that his children refrain from 
playing in the street has a closed mind . . . if our laws prohibiting 
driving a motor vehicle while drinking indicates a closed mind . .

years, without harming those around us in the doing But, the use 
of marijuana DOES involve those around us, it DOES effect the 
lives of family, friends and even casual acquaintances Therefore, 
isn’t it nonsense to say that this is an individual matter to decide5 
Legalization would make it just that, overlooking all further 
consequences. 
So, obviously the alternatives to legalizing marijuana are many 
and varied. I do not feel we should allow ourselves to be sold the 
“ do your own thing" philosophy through legalization We have 
gone that route on too many issues in America, and any news­ 
paper will show what it has caused in our countrs 
lf and when the matter of legalizing marijuana comes to a vote, 
I strongly urge you to vote it down overwhelmingly! In the mean­ 
time, fight the trend toward leniency on marijuana with every 
conversation, at every group gathering , . 
in every way you can
